HOME SCHOOLING 


As more and more 
parents find that state 
schools are not only unable 
to provide even the bare 
minimum of education for 
their children, but are 
using them as guinea pigs 
for their sick experiments 
in social engineering, many 
are turning to home school¬ 
ing as an alternative. 

The centralized educa¬ 
tion system of modern 
England simply is not up to 
the task. In getting rid of 
the old community schools, 
the government has also got 
rid of community values - 
the idea that a child is not 
just something to be shoved 
onto a conveyor belt and 
come out a packaged 
product at the end of nine 
years. The politicians and 
liberal quacks have 
completely missed the point 
of what education is really 
about. 

Angela White, a cam¬ 
paigner of 14 years for 
home schooling, said during 
her visit to Parliament in 
November of last year, 
"Their debates are all about 
school, but school is not 
all about education.". The 
reasons for getting our kids 
out from the clutches of the 
system are many: a desire 
for better religious or 
moral upbringing; over¬ 
crowded and understaffed 
classrooms; children 

unhappy in faceless anti- 
cultural institutions. But 
obviously we need practical 
answers to these dilemmas, 
and not mere 'pie in the 
sky' idealism. 

There are currently 
over 10,000 children being 
taught at home in England. 
Home schooling is even 
bigger in the United States, 
with nearly one million 
families involved, where 
laws are less restrictive 
than here. According to an 
article in the 'Times Educ¬ 
ational Supplement' on 
October 18, 1991, "while 

education is compulsory for 
children in Britain, 


schooling is not. If parents 
have never registered their 
children at school, they do 
not need permission from 
the local education author¬ 
ity to teach from home." 
And, if children are taken 
out of school, parents must 
be given 'reasonable time' 
to set up an education 
programme. 

The leading promoter of 
the home schooling move¬ 
ment in Britain is Education 
Otherwise (EO),_ which 
draws its support from 
parents from a wide range 
of backgrounds. EO prov¬ 
ides assistance, legal 
advice and a forum for 
people in education altern¬ 
atives. We would not agree 
with EO in every respect. 
In some ways it has made 
the mistake of going to an 
even further liberal, 
extreme than the state 
schools, of rejecting common 
sense notions of discipline, 
sound values and fact-based 
knowledge, and simply 
trying to make school a 
'game'. But at least EO is 
helping parents to get their 
children out from the 
clutches of Big Brother and 
restoring the family as the 
most important 'classrooms’ 
in life. For too long now, 
people have shirked their 
responsibility by dumping 
their kids on the State, and 
then wondered why they 
turn out the way they do. 

According to a 

professor at Birmingham 
University, "research has 
shown that many of the 
children [taught at home] 
are two years ahead of 
children in schools." There 
is no doubt that any system 
of education on a small 
scale is more flexible and 
more conducive to learning. 
In addition to the basics - 
reading , writing and arith¬ 
metic - children have a 
chance to develop their 
talents and be more 
creative. There is always 
time for trips to museums, 
libraries, for walks in the 


woods, sports or any of 
those other little things 
which are so important to a 
child's healthy upbringing. 
Parents can specially tailor 
lesson plans for individual 
children, to promote them 
in areas where they are 
strong and help them in 
areas where they are weak. 
Certainly this is better 
than subjecting them to 
batteries of standardized 
tests which teach them 
nothing, and shunting them 
into predesignated 'advan¬ 
ced' or 'slow' learner 
categories where labels are 
more important than the 
children themselves. 

Third Positionists 

encourage readers with 
children to look into this 
option. Whether you want to 
take your kids out of school 
altogether, or simply want 
to supplement their 
education with tutoring at 
home, there are a wide 
range of possibilities open 
to you. We hope to explore 
the possibilities of home 
schooling, and offer 
practical advice in future 
issues of this paper. 






FREEMASONRY - An insight 

into the enemy within 

Most people have a vague 
idea of what Freemasonry 
is, even if they know little 
of what really goes on 
behind the silly handshakes 
and rolled-up trouserlegs. 
If the truth was ever 
revealed publicly, it would 
generate a torrent of 
hostilty towards this 
mysterious organisation. 
Little wonder that 

Freemasonry is a secret 
society - their very 
existence depends on the 
utmost confidentiality. In 
this article, we attempt to 
reveal some of the more 
sinister aspects behind 
Freemasonry. 

For many of us, Freemasons 
seem to represent a 
harmless 'club', full of 
professional men who seek 
to further their careers on 
the basis of rubbing 
shoulders with people from 
all walks of life, and all 
avenues of power and 
influence. This is perfectly 
true in many cases, 
although the majority of 
Masons themselves know 
very little about the 
organisation to which they 
belong. For many of them, 
only three degrees of 
standing exist within this 
society - Entered 

Apprentice (1), Fellow 
Craft (2) and Master Mason 
(3). 

The title of 'Master' Mason 
seems to imply that one has 
reached a certain level of 
commanding rank, and for 
most Masons of this 
qualification, the highest 
attainment has been 
reached. This is not true 
by any standards. There 
are a further THIRTY 
degrees, ranging from 
Secret Master (4), to Royal 


Arch (13), through from 
Knight of the Pelican and 
Eagle and Sovereign Prince 
Rose Croix of Heredom 
(18), to Grand Inspector 
General (33). So why the 
secrecy? And what lurks 
beyond the Third Degree? 
Since Freemasonry began, 
the Christian Church has 
constantly condemned the 




Craft as being totally 
incompatible with 

C hristianity. Indeed, 

beneath the 'charitable' 
facade of Freemasonry lies a 
web of evil, immersed 
within Satanic ritual. 

In Stephen Knight's 
excellent book on this 
dangerous organisation, 

'The Brotherhood', the 
truth behind Freemasonry’s 
claims to uphold 'Christian 
Values' is exposed. As the 
'Enlightened' initiate 

progresses along the ladder 
of degree, it soon becomes 
apparent that Freemasonry 
is, after all, a religious 
organisation with its own 
warped god, JAHBULON. 
The word is a mixture of 
several different 

componants, JAH stands for 
Jahweh, the King of the 
Hebrews, BUL means Baal, 
the ancient Canaanite 
fertility god of licentious 
rites and imitative magic, 
and finally, ON stands for 
Osiris, an ancient Egyptian 
god of the Underworld. 

All this might seem rather 
exaggerated to many 
readers, but it is absolute¬ 
ly true. Freemasonry is 
without doubt the antithesis 
of the 'good, honest' body 
of men that it so frequently 
claims to be. There is no 
need for us to explore the 
hundreds of examples that 
exist to support these 
claims, as England has been 
host to countless episodes 


involving corruption within 
the police, the law courts, 
the financial world and 
other so-called bastions of 
'respectability'. 

Just as Zionism moulds 
world events to the 
detriment of all but Israel, 
Freemasonry acts on the 
same basis. A Mason's 
'duty' to his fellow Mason 
transcends the law at all 
times, and is a convenient 
way of protecting one's 
interests, however sinister 
they may be. One thing is 
certain, Freemasonry is 
completely Jewish in origin, 
that fact alone makes it an 
extremely dangerous and 
alien organisation, hostile 
to our nation's interests 
and always placing the good 
of the 'Brotherhood' before 
truth, justice or morality. 
When Robert Maxwell (real 
name Jan Ludwig Hoch) 
died at the end of 1991, 
many were surprised that 
his funeral and subsequent 
burial took place in 
Jerusalem, a clear 

indication that his primary 
allegiance was to the state 
of Israel. 

One learned Jewish 

authority, Dr. Isaac Wise, 
stated that "Masonry is a 
Jewish institution whose 
history, degrees, charges, 
passwords and explanations 
are Jewish from beginning 
to end", whilst Rabbi Elie 
Benamogegh remarked in his 
book, 'Israel et 

l'Humanite', "What is certain 
is that Masonic theology 
corresponds well enough to 
that of the (Jewish) 
Kabbala". 

To conclude. Freemasonry 
is in direct opposition to 
English interests, and, as a 
result, must be smashed. 
We must recognise the state 
as being hostile to the 
English nation, and 
therefore seek to bring 
down this rotten system, 
riddled as it is with the 
evil stench of Freemasonry. 







THE LAND THAT TIME 

FORGOT. 


Far from being complacent 
in their patriotism, many 
English nationalists con¬ 
sider it sad to have to live 
in the shadow of the Union 
Flag. This confirms the 
need for a movement 
committed to achieving 
widespread success in the 
quest for national 

recognition. It is not 
enough to have discovered 
an organised force of 
Englishmen with a common 
aim of gaining 

independence, one must act 
before we become the very 
last defenders of tradition 
and culture. 

It is vital to know a little 
about the formation of the 
Union before attacking it 
competantly. Remember, it 
is up to us to prove to the 
so-called ’patriots' of to¬ 
day, in all their Union 
Flag-waving ignorance, that 
the real symbol of English 
pride is the Cross of 
St.George. Let us return to 
our history_ 


In 1606, the first Union 
Flag came into being, at the 
request of King James VI of 
Scotland, who also became 
King James I of England. 
He assigned his heralds the 
task of designing a 
standard that incorporated 
both Scotland and England 
in the hope that these two 
warring nations would 
forget their differences and 
join together as one. 
National pride is something 
hard to suppress at the 
best of times, 'and this 
futile attempt at 

centralisation was doomed to 
failure. 

Neither the English nor the 
Scots were in favour of the 
new flag, which had left 
the Scots to believe that 
the Cross of St. George 
was more dominant than the 
St.Andrew's Cross, and the 
English to complain bitterly 
that the blue obscured the 
red. Even so. King James 
had decreed that this flag 
would symbolise the Union 



and opponants were 

dissuaded from voicing their 
protests. 

In such cases of collec¬ 
tivist empire-constructing, 
it is always the smaller 
nations that suffer most. 
Both the Welsh and Cornish 
peoples were to have no say 
in this arrangement, and 
both were considered to be 
mere principalities of 

England - something that 
still prevails today. 

In 1801, it was decided to 
merge Ireland with 'Great 

Britain', although the 

Ulster folk and their own 
rights were ignored too. 
Quite ironic really, 

considering their latter 
inclusion in the Union. The 
red Cross of St.Patrick was 
woven into the Union Flag, 
running alongside the 

diagonal Cross of 

St. Andrew, which again 
angered the Scots as their 
national symbol became even 
more obscured. This became 
the final symbol of the 
Union, much to the 

annoyance of all true 

patriots. 

And so it remains today, 
but if the English were 
responsible for this 
conglomeration, it is we who 
have suffered most. The 
'guilty' consciences of 
anti-imperialists throughout 
England have been keen to 
promote the nationalism of 
the other six British 
nations, but when it comes 
to their own land they feel 
ashamed to push English 
national pride. England may 
be the power-base for 
political manipulation in 
these islands, but the 
English themselves have 

been forgotten. We are 
already considered free, 

although we are the real 
victims, useless and 
powerless within this high- 
security wing of the 
dreaded U.K. prison. It is 
time to rise up and claim 
our own independence from 
the common enemy.

THE OBJECTIVES OF THE 

ENGLISH NATIONALIST 

MOVEMENT 

As a means of giving first¬ 
time readers an insight into 
the aims of our 
organisation, we have tried 
to condense our ideas and 
present them in small 
sections, in the hope that 
our ideology can be 
explored in detail. Those 
requiring greater 

explanation need only get in 
touch. 

DISTRIBUTISM 

The ENM believes both 
capitalism and communism to 
be two sides of the same 
coin, a coin that has been 
designed to 'offer' our 
people only two 

alternatives. We believe 
that both of these systems 
deny English men and 
women the basic right to 
self-determination. Both 
capitalism and communism 
have their roots in the 
mutual soil of materialism. 
The only solution to 
prevent power and wealth 
remaining in the hands of a 
few 'privileged' 

individuals, is the 

widespread distribution of 
property. We advocate 

distributism to be the one 
true voice of social justice 
and recommend the 
teachings of G.K.Chesterton 
and Hilaire Belloc to be 
worthy of study. 

LANGUAGE AND IDENTITY 

In modern times, our 
cultural values have been 
undermined by a 

cosmopolitanism that arrives 
both off the boats and via 
the television set. By being 
subject to a forced multi¬ 
racialist programme, our 
people have long forgotten 
their own identities in 
favour of alien influences. 
The ENM recognises 
immigration to be disastous, 
and as a result advocate a 
complete repatriation 

programme for all non- 
Europeans resident in 


England. On the other 
hand, we abhor racism and 
respect diversity of 
culture, which is better 
preserved than thrown into 
a melting pot of human 
genocide. Self-determination 
for all. 

Another problem is slang. 
Our language is being 
eroded by a slow process of 
verbal degeneracy that is 
infecting our youth. It is 
awful to see words like 
'gay' misused by perverts, 
whilst others such as 
'wicked', 'cool' or 'bonk' 
are paraded in everyday 
speech, altered beyond all 
recognition. 

NATIONAL REVOLUTION 

When most people find out 
that we are a revolutionary 
organisation they expect us 
to be sitting at home 
polishing our machine guns. 
This is a misinterpretation 
of course, we declare 
ourselves to be at war with 
the establishment as the 
politicians are responsible 
for the destruction of our 
beautiful nation. Therefore, 
we have formed ourselves 
into an active body of 
cadres with the intention of 
engaging in political 
struggle against the 
liberalism of the 'New World 
Order'. 

Our revolution will be 
political in nature, al¬ 
though we put England 
before our very lives. It is 
up to us to bring about an 
uprising that will restore 
true order to our land. We 
feel that it is necessary to 
lead by example and make 
others regard us as the 
only hope they have. 

POPULAR RULE 

We reject the parliamentary 
system as it is a purely 
farcical process. The three 
main parties are all of the 
same morally-corrupt 

system, and ignore the 
fundamental rights of people 
to run their own affairs. 
Too many English folk rely 
on politicians to do the 


work that they could do 
themselves. After all, by 
making our own decisions, 
self-interest and greed 
would be eliminated. 

In order to safeguard our 
national freedom, we 
advocate the setting-up of 
street and area councils. 
These councils would be the 
organs of local opinion. For 
example, people would vote 
for an issue affecting their 
day-to-day lives and elect a 
delegate to reflect their 
wishes. This person would 
be merely a spokesman, and 
could be recalled at any 
time if found to be out of 
tune with the wishes of his 
electors. This process 
would progress to the 
establishment of a ward 
council, county council and, 
ultimately, a national 
council - all linked through 
delegated committees. 

One important factor that 
we must prepare for, is the 
onset of majoritarianism. 
Although people would vote 
for such things as the 
colour of the lampposts in 
their street, to give a 
simple example, moral issues 
that come within the realm 
of Natural Law are not 
negotiable. These could 
cover abortion, 

homosexuality or some other 
issue that should never be 
seen as favourable to suit 
man's drift into temptation 
or liberalism. 

ABORTION 

As stated above, todays 
liberal attitudes have 
determined what is both 
'right' and 'wrong'. 

Whoever would have thought 
it possible that through 
man's continuing pursuit of 
money and material things, 
that even the most innocent 
members of our nation 
would be disposed of and 
considered a 'burden'. 
Millions of abortions every 
year ensure that unborn 
children are ripped to 

pieces as man sweeps his 
moral errors beneath a 

blood-soaked carpet of 
death. Apart from some 





Christian groups that picket 
abortion clinics in the hope 
that these poor souls will 
gain a reprieve before it is 
too late, todays throw-away 
society has people dumping 
babies in the dustbin, along 
with their polystyrene 
burger cartons and 
condoms. A healthy nation 
cannot be maintained when 
the general attitude is one 
of self-interest. A 

disposable mentality breeds 
a climate that cares little 
for the joys of a newborn 
baby, or simple respect for 
life. The ENM are opposed 
(without any exception) to 
the hideous practice of 
abortion and believe in 

putting Life before human 
convenience. 

FAMILY VALUES 

We in the ENM consider the 
family to be the corner¬ 
stone of society. A nation 
can always be judged upon 
the condition of its 
families, for without a 

bedrock of social stability, 
we perish. 

In this modern age, where 
the average 1.8 child 

'family' sits down to tea 
for two minutes, stuff a 
microwave dinner into their 
mouths and then depart to 
their television screens, 
the essence of 

neighbourliness has 

disappeared. People have 
forgotten how to respect 
one another, as capitalism 
and the consumer society 
continues to destroy our 
families day by day. 

USURY 

As the banks become more 
extortionate whilst still 
encouraging people to 
borrow even more money, 
and as our folk become 
chained to a mortgage that 
dictates how they breathe, 
there ensues a mad clamour 
for survival. Usury is 
crippling our land, and the 
ENM would ensure that the 
banking system is exposed 
for the fraud that it really 
is. English people must 


reject the 'National Debt' 
and place the needy in a 
position of priority. The 
thieves of International 
Finance will feel the ire of 
the people it has bled for 
centuries. 

THE RURAL REVOLUTION 

We believe cities to be 
unhealthy, places where 
corruption spreads like 
wildfire as drugs, violence 
and misery pervade 
everyday life. People were 
not made to build giant 
concrete slums and to live 
in rabbit hutches. We 
English must redevelop our 
historical link with the 

soil. Without this vital 
association, we lose touch 
with something that was 
once considered part of 
everyday life. Consumerism 
has made most people lose 
the skills that are required 
for industrious production 
in a rural setting, so we 

must promote the small 

farmer and the thatcher, 
the ploughman and the 
blacksmith, in order to 
recreate a connection 
between ourselves and the 
environment. 

The ENM would like to see 
a programme whereby we 
return our people to the 
land, away from 

urbanisation and the 

slavery of the factory and 
the office, tower block and 
shopping complex. We will 
establish small businesses 
run on a co-operative 
basis, where people will be 
owner-workers, rather than 
wage slaves. Family farms 
will also be a priority, 
where people will be 
encouraged to trade 
between themselves and 
thus make the age of the 
credit card a thing of the 
past. 

FOR ENGLAND AND 
ST. GEORGE! 

The ENM is an organisation 
that remains loyal to the 
poetic vision of a 'Europe 
of lOO flags'. In other 
words, we reject the notion 


that Britain is one complete 
nation, although our 
Westminster enemies 

continue to abuse their 
unjustified power to the 
detriment of all. 

We English must fight for 
our heritage and culture, 
for how can our children 
inherit this great land if 
it has been forgotten and 
drained of history? We must 
never forget the subtle 
traits that help to 
distinguish us from every 
other nation in the world. 
The 'Empire' has gone, 
make no mistake about that, 
and rather than sit around 
wingeing or complaining 
about how we were the 
greatest nation in the world 
in the dank and distant 
past, we must push the 
positive values that make us 
proud to be Englishmen. 
The media constantly tries 
to push guilt upon the 
English people by 

associating us with slavery, 
colonial rule and imperial¬ 
ism, or even worse, but it

NATIONALISM AND THE 

GREAT PRETENDERS 


In order to present our 
ideology in a clear, concise 
manner, it seems only fair 
to explain how the ENM lay 
claim to the title of 
'nationalist', whilst expos¬ 
ing forerunners of this 
category to be unworthy of 
the name. Pride in one's 
race and nation is not the 
only quality required for 
the would-be-nationalist, a 
strong sense of social 
justice and respect for 
others is also necessary and 
vital if we are to distance 
ourselves from the mere 
right-wing element. 

Patriotism, in an honest 
sense, is not merely 
chanting "England" from a 
football stand, nor is it a 
flash in the pan like so 
many other public outbursts 
- formed and created by 
the age of the opinion poll. 
Nationalism is a whole way 
of life, something that 
dictates our daily exist¬ 
ence. It is not a hobby, or 
something to belong to, but 
a political affiliation that 
demands years of sacrifice 
and struggle. 

To many people, nationalism 
is a creed based upon fear 
or suspicion, a sanctuary 
for the timid or a 
springboard for the bigot. 
If the average citizen 
considers us extreme, then 
we must view this as 
flattery towards a movement 
so oppos ed H to the 


consumerism of todays 
immoral, valueless world. So 
what is nationalism and why 
do people confuse us with 
others who have been 
termed in a similar vein? 
'Nationalists' of the past 
have ranged from Hitler's 
Brownshirts to Fascist 
Italy, and from Mosley's 
Blackshirts to the National 
Front. It would be true to 
say, that by stressing the 
various 'qualifications' of 
such groups as being 
'nationalistically' orienta¬ 
ted , that real nationalism 
has taken an undeserved 
battering by the enemies 
that seek to discredit or 
disregard us as'lunatics' or 
'extremists'. Whilst many of 
these groups possessed 
good, healthy aspects of 
nationalism, they cannot 
really be considered 
nationalist through and 
through. Let us examine 
each group individually. 

The National Socialists of 
pre-War Germany had an 
ideologically-correct stance 
in many areas relating to 
race and nation, but their 
rule was entirely conducted 
in a centralised manner, 
guarded by a strong police 
state. Anything as 

bureaucratic as this, had to 

flawed in a social context. 
The same was true of 
Mussolini's Italy, and 

although Fascism was 


steeped in imperialism and 
colonial hypocrisy. No 
nationalist can seriously 
ignore the rights of other 
peoples to self-determina¬ 
tion, or indeed, suppress 
their own nationalist 
instincts. 

The first example of 
imperialist 'nationalism' to 
be exported to the British 
Isles, was Oswald Mosley's 
British Union of Fascists. 
The B. U. F. recognised 
newly-imposed trends such 
as immigration to be 
disastrous for Europe, but 
once again, Mosley was to 
contradict himself. In the 
best-selling book, 'Mosley - 
Right or Wrong', he clearly 
defines his support for 
world government, some¬ 
thing utterly unthinkable 
for those patriots claiming 
the nationalist epithet. 
Amazing how todays 
surviving admirers of 
Oswald Mosley and the 
B.U.F. condemn the 
approach of a 'Federal 
Europe'. Mosley sought to 
centralise government on an 
even wider scale than the 
Brussels monster currently 
threatening our sover¬ 
eignty. 

And what of the National 
Front? This group must 
surely be one of the most 
villified organisations ever, 
although one should take 
into account the lies and 
eceit of the media. The NF 
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were no more than a 
pressure group, reflecting 
public adversity towards 
immigration and imposed 
multi-racism. The ENM 
oppose these disastrous 
issues too, but where the 
NF condemned unpopular 
practices like vivisection, 
or nuclear power in order 
to dress up their image as 
a party of 'social justice’ 
and hide the fact that they 
were little more than 
misplaced Tories with a race 
policy, we have a whole 
ideology that fits in with 
the important concept of 
blood and soil. The age of 
populism is over, at least 
for nationalists, and the 
system will be destroyed by 
those it has rejected and 
betrayed. 

The word 'nationalist' is 
still floating around today, 
and the 1992 General 
Election was full of 
references to the so-called 
'nationalists' of Plaid 
Cymru, the Scottish 
Nationalist Party or the 
murderers of Sinn Fein and 
the I.R.A. 

In fact none of these 
groups are even vaguely 
nationalist.
